Death of Mr. A. O. Keenon. 

Another old citizen haa fallen aeleep and 
hie epirit hae winged ita flight to the great 
hcreniter. Mr. Adam C. Keenon, after a 
long and useful life, died at liia rexidence, 
near ihiecity, Monday morningnt 8.1 o’clot;k. 
On the 27th of Decemlier, wliile Hitting 
rending in front of a large wood lire in his 
room, he fell asleep and one of hit boota 
became so hut as localise a blister to raise 
on his foot, which became sore and he was 
cornpelleil to go to bed n'ith it. The sore 
grew worse, gangrene set up, and his strong 
constitution began to give way, lleBiirter* 
ed greatly fur three months, but without 
a murmur, when death came and he sleeps 
the last long sleep in our beautiliil City of 
the Dead beside tlie loving partner of his 
joys and sorrows, who preceded liim to tiie 
grave some four years since. 

The deceased was horn at Paris, Ken* 
tucky, on the 15th of May, 17119, and coti^ 
spquently was in the eiglity-fourtii year of 
liU age. He was elected Public Binder and 
came to this city to reside in 1822, and for 
thirty odd years was engaged in the busi¬ 
ness of book binding, his bindery being in 
a building on St. Clair street, where the 
barber shop of Henry Samuels now stands. 
In 1867 he retired from active business life 
luid spent tlie remainder of liis days upon 
ids farm, one mile from this city, on the 
Louisville pike, li, 1823 he married Miss 
Klizabetii Clark, with whom he lived hap¬ 
pily for more than a half century. The 
fruits of their union was nine children, six 
of whom still survive him. < 

For more tlian fifty years lie had been a 
member of the Masonic fraternity, and he 
was buried with the honors of tlie order by 
I'l'Hiiktort Commandery, No. 4, Tuesday 
ntternooii 

The exercises at tlie Christian Church 
Wednesday evening were quite interesting. 
Tlie meeting was opened with singing and 
prayer, after which there was a recitation 
given by seven little girls of the .Sunday 
.School in splendid style. Mrs. Richard 
Reid, President of the Christian Woman’s 
Board of Foreign Missions of Kentucky, 
then delivered an address to the Mission 
Band of the Church, which was listened to 
attentively by those present, and was ele¬ 
gantly rend. ^ Next came the breaking of 
tlie missionary jugs and the counting of 
’their contents. Tiiere were fifteen jugs and 
their contents amounted to $-54.93—the 
largest amount contained by any one jug 
being $10.93. Afierthebreakingot |liejugs 
a collection was taken up in the audience 
amounting to $9.20, which made the total 
amount raised for missionary purposes 
$64 13. The meeting was then closed with 
singing and prayer. 

^ince the meeting Wednesday night two 
other jugs have been sent in, whicli swell 
tlie total amount raised to eighty dollars.

Although nearly all 
her clothing and ribbon on her liair were 
jiurned she escaped unhurt.
